She wrote 
and spoke the English tongue with elegance and 
accuracy, French, Walian, Latin, and even Greek, 
she possessed toa perfection us if they were native 
to her, and she had made some progress in He- 
brew, Chaldee, and Arabic. Yet she dud not, bike 
some learned ladses, in pursuit of these extraordi- 
nary acquisitions, fall into any neglect of those 
usefal and ornamental arts, which are peculiarly 
to be desired in the female sex. The deheacy ot 
her taste displayed itecll in the variety of her nee- 
dle-works, and even in the beauty and regularity 
of her hand writing. She played admirably upon 
Various instruments of muse, and accompank d 
them with a voice peculiarly sweet.—Wihat an 
agreeable picture does the history of the earliest 
years of (his interesting woman present to our fan.
